‘PIG’S HEAD’ 
MAN GUILTY 


Estate agent sent gruesome ‘birthday present’ 


Anthea Turner’s former 
chauffeur sent his girl¬ 
friend’s sister-in-law a sev¬ 
ered pig’s head in a box as a 
birthday present. 

Martin Anderson, 44, from 
West Ewell sent Kim Teague 
the head just days before her 
50th birthday. 

A man delivered the parcel to 
her desk at the Mitcham estate 
agency she runs, wrapped in a 
ribbon with a balloon saying 
“50” and said “Happy Birthday 
Kim” before walking out of the 
office. 

The 51-year-old grandmother 
excitedly opened the box be¬ 
lieving it to be a birthday pre¬ 
sent but was stunned to find 
the head inside with the letters 
RIP and the words “fat ****’’ 
beside it. 

Anderson, a convicted racist, 
was found guilty at Kingston 
Crown Court on Monday of 
one charge of putting a person 
in fear of violence due to ha¬ 
rassment. 

Mrs Teague claimed that An¬ 
derson carried out a year-long 
campaign of intimidation 
after she branded him a fat 
bully. 

Giving evidence, Mrs Teague 
said: “I was really shocked, 
upset and I felt sick. I felt 
scared. I thought it was a pre¬ 
sent for my birthday but when 
I opened the box the first thing 
I saw was ‘fat ****’. 

“Then I opened the other two 
sides and saw the pig’s head.

There was no note inside say¬ 
ing who had sent it. 

“I felt scared. If I’m honest, 
scared, upset and intimidated. 
It has made me a nervous 
wreck.” 

Anderson then followed it up 
with a number of phone calls, 
one of which he screamed at 
her: “This little piggy went to 
market, this little piggy stayed 
home, and this little piggy is 
going to **** you.” 

The year-long hate campaign 
that Anderson subjected her 
to, began after she had alleged¬ 
ly branded him a fat bully. 

But Anderson claimed that 
Mrs Teague had sent the pig 
head to herself and that his 
DNA had only been found on 
the birthday card that accom¬ 
panied it because she had 
stolen it from his house before 
posting it to herself. 

Recorder Stephen Bellamy 
QC adjourned sentencing for 
reports, saying: “Mr Anderson 
has two previous convictions 
for offences similar in nature 
to this offence. 

“One was using threatening 
language with intent to cause 
fear in 1988 and one in 2006 for 
racially aggravated abuse. 

“I am keeping all options 
with regards sentence open, 
which may be a custodial sen¬ 
tence or it may be a communi¬ 
ty sentence.”

ley on November 14. 

Bushnell, from Epsom, was 
ordered to stay at her grand¬ 
parents’ house in Bognor 
Regis, and banned from talk¬ 
ing to prosecution witnesses - 
except for her 13-year-old 
daughter - as part of her bail 
conditions. 

She was told not to speak to 
her mother or 20-year-old son 
as both are due to be called as 


prosecution witnesses. 

The court ordered her to 
wear an electronic tag and 
abide by a curfew, meaning she 
would have to be home be¬ 
tween 7pm and 7am. She was 
also ordered to report to a po¬ 
lice station in Bognor between 
11am and 1pm daily 

Joyce Cregeen’s body was 
discovered at her Sefton Road 
house on May 15. A post¬ 
mortem examination showed 
Mrs Cregeen, who lived alone 
following the death of her hus-

Over the last 10 years, 
Epsom College has been 
forced to request remarks 
and rechecking as a result 
of inaccurate marking, and 
many A-level students have 
had to wait for the outcome 
before they could take up 
their university place. 

As a result, this year head-

master Stephen Borthwick 
has taken the decision to 
only release the provisional 
results on the college inter¬ 
net site. 

Mr Borthwick said: “As 
well as our reservations 
about the accuracy of early 
publication of results, we 
are also critical of the 
mixed messages that are 
sent out by the league tables 
produced by the national 
newspapers. 

“Increasingly, league ta¬ 
bles are far from an accu¬ 
rate guide to a school’s 
performance. Conversion of 
raw results into league ta¬ 
bles depends on a newspa¬ 
per editor’s view of what 
constitutes a top grade.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
College added: “Recently 
published statistics reveal 
that 15,616 students re¬ 
ceived the wrong GCSE 
grades last summer and 
7,267 A-level candidates 
were also given the wrong 
result. With figures like 
these it is perhaps not sur¬ 
prising that there is a grow¬ 
ing lack of confidence.”

Joyce McKinney, who was 28 at the 
time of the offences in 1977, tracked 
a 19-year-old Mormon missionary to 
the Mormon church in Ewell. 

With the help of a friend she is al¬ 
leged to have used chloroform on 
him on the steps of the church, kid¬ 
napped him and chained him to a 
bed in a remote cottage in Devon. 

In spite of the fact he was said to 
have been wearing a chastity belt, it 
was alleged that she forced him to 
have sex with her. 

During a court appearance it is 
claimed she said: “I loved him so

Thug is jailed for glass 
attack on dad-of-three

A thug who smashed a man’s face 
and nearly blinded him was jailed 
last week for two years and nine 
months. 

Nicky Chequer, 19, launched the 
vicious attack on Sanjeev Subra¬ 
maniam last year at a house party 
in Sandy Lane, Tadworth. He was 
sentenced on Friday at Guildford 
Crown Court and will serve his 
time at a young offender institu¬ 
tion. 

Mr Subramaniam, 41, from Sut¬ 
ton, had been helping out a friend 
by working as part of the catering 
team at a party when the violent 
assault took place in April 2007 
and a baying mob turned on him. 

As he went to help a guest who 
was being attacked, a group of 
men immediately turned on him 
and it was then that Chequer, from 
Mitcham, hit him with the glass. 

The sports therapist and a fa- 
ther-of-three now has a permanent 
scar running down the right side 
of his face and is still reliving the 
nightmare of the night he was at¬ 
tacked. 

Speaking to the Epsom Guardian 
last month, he admitted the attack 
had made him nervous. 

“It’s just one of those things 
where I’m always looking over my 
shoulder and because the guy 
came from behind it does make me 
nervous now,” he said. 

“It makes me more wary. I sup¬ 
pose it’s natural, I guess. I get in¬ 
vited to functions but I don’t go 


that often now. I don’t want to be 
out there in case something hap¬ 
pens.” 

The case originally made head¬ 
lines when it was revealed that po¬ 
lice only contacted Mr 
Subramaniam to take a statement 
two months after the attack, when 


he complained to Paul Burstow, 
MP for Sutton and Cheam. 

Detective Superintendent 
Neville Blackwood apologised to 
him and added: “Surrey Police has 
fundamentally changed its record¬ 
ing procedures to ensure delays 
such as this do not happen again.”

Having been told by her moth¬ 
er that she was a joint tenant, 
Claire contacted Raven Housing 
Association, which owns the 
home, and told it that she was 
living alone. 

Claire, who assumed that 
Raven Housing would sympa¬ 
thise with her situation and 
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move her to smaller accommo¬ 
dation, was stunned when it 
said she would have to leave and 
move into a hostel. 

She said: “I can understand it 
needs the three-bed home. But I 
don’t like the idea of a hostel; 
it’s a bit dangerous. I want to 
stay here until it can find some¬ 
thing for me. It’s stressful when 
no one tells you anything.” 

Claire, who has had to post¬ 
pone her plans to attend college 
in September, is desperate to 
stay in the area. 

She said: “My brother passed 
away when I was 12. He had 
brain cancer. I have no other 
family. I’m not ashamed. 


“I put it down to life experi¬ 
ence and move on but it’s a 
shame that people at Raven 
aren’t giving me a bit of help. 

“I was hoping that after 
spending my whole life dealing 
with my mum, I could settle 
down now and go to college.” 

A spokeswoman for Raven 
Housing said: “Until such time 
that our tenant has been con¬ 
tacted and we have more infor¬ 
mation, we will review our 
options and take any necessary 
action to ensure tenancy condi¬ 
tions are complied with. 

“If the current tenant wishes 
to end their tenancy, we have ad¬ 
vised Miss Staff that she does 
not have the legal right to suc¬ 
ceed to the tenancy and will as¬ 
sist her with housing advice.”

Delighted mother-of-three Joanne 
Smith has expressed her joy at fi¬ 
nally getting baby Bethany’s hel¬ 
met fitted to correct her flat head 
condition. 

Four-month-old Bethany Smith 
had her specialised helmet fitted, 
putting an end to an agonising 
wait for the family. 

Bethany suffers from plagio- 
cephaly or flat head syndrome. 
Research into the condition 
shows it can have a detrimental 
effect on the child’s eyes and ears 
and cause headaches if not treat¬ 
ed 

The Sutton Guardian’s cam¬ 
paign started less than two 
months ago when we asked read¬ 
ers to donate what they could, to 
help raise the £1,950 needed to pay 
for the helmet, which is not avail¬ 
able on the NHS. 

Letters of support, cheques and 
postal orders poured in every day, 
some for £2, others for nearly 
£350. In the end, generous readers 
donated a staggering £1,513 to 
Bethany’s appeal. 

Mrs Smith, 30, said: “I want to 
say a very big thank you to all 
who donated to the guardian for 
their help in raising the funds for 
Bethany’s treatment. 

“She now has her helmet and 
her journey to success has begun. 

“Without all the kind help from 
the readers of the Guardian 
newspaper, and the companies 


that donated raffle prizes, we 
would not have managed to get 
Bethany’s treatment done. As a 
family we are so happy and very 
grateful to every single one of 
you. Thank you all very much.” 

The Starband helmet will im¬ 
prove Bethany’s flattened head by 
putting pressure on the opposing 
side of the skull. 

Bethany will have to wear the 
helmet for increasing and sus¬ 
tained periods of time the more 
she gets used to it. 

The amount of time a baby has 
to wear the helmet depends on 
progress, but it tends to be around 
six months. 

Mrs Smith said: “It is so impor¬ 


tant to get the helmet as early as 
possible because this is the time 
when Bethany’s skull is most mal¬ 
leable and easiest to correct.” 

Mrs Smith managed to raise 
£1,439 through the families ex¬ 
ploits including a sponsored leg 
shave, a raffle and a car wash. 

Together with readers’ dona¬ 
tions it makes a grand total of 
£2,952. 

The extra money raised, nearly 
£1,000, will go towards two of Mrs 
Smith’s chosen charities, Head- 
start4babies and plagio.co.uk. 

The charities aim to help fami¬ 
lies in a similar financial predica¬ 
ment whose children suffer from 
the same condition.

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Farming for the future 


Plans for a community farm 
in Sutton have been given a 
boost by the Big Lottery 
fund. 

After Anna Francis from 
Sutton Council posted the 
idea on the oneplanet 
sutton.org website, many 
people have been offering 
support for the farm, which 
would allow local residents 
to grow their own food.

Classic Fords targeted by 
‘steal-to-order’ car thieves

Classic Ford cars are being 
stolen to order from Sutton, a 
collectors’ club fears. 

In the past week, two beauti¬ 
fully restored Fords - one 
MK2 Ford Escort, and a rare 
Ford Escort Mexico have been 
stolen from outside collectors’ 
houses in Sutton and Purley. 

The thefts took place in 
the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing and collectors feared the 
cars were being shipped off 
to Ireland where they were 
being stripped down for parts, 
or sold to people who 
have specifically requested 
them. 

Following a spate of thefts 
earlier in the year, when eight 
classic cars were stolen from 
the south London area includ¬ 
ing one in Ewell, the recent 
thefts are causing concern to 
vintage car collectors. 

In one audacious theft, 
thieves climbed on top of a 
garage, tore away the roof 
and ripped off the garage 
door from the inside. 

James Sprake, 27, the owner 
of the white Ford Mexico 
taken from Sutton last 
Wednesday, said: “These 
thieves know what they are 
doing, it is not some kids look¬ 
ing for a joyride. 

“It was my pride and joy. It 
took a year-and-a-half to re¬ 
store and it cost about £13,000 
to do it. I’m absolutely gut¬ 
ted.” 

Jo Peters, 41, from the Old 
Skool Ford Club, said the parts 
could fetch a lot of money. 

She said: “These cars are 


very sought after. Some of the 
parts, like a pair of original 
Mexico wings, can fetch a cou¬ 
ple of hundred pounds at 
least. 

“Back in March, some of 
our members said a group of 
Irish men in a purple Mit¬ 
subishi Shogun had knocked 
on their door and asked a lot 
of very unusual questions 
about their cars. 

“We do get a lot of people 
asking questions when we are 
out and about, but nobody has 
ever walked up my drive and 
asked me how much my car is 
worth. 

“It has been very quiet for 
the last few months so it is 
worrying to see two cars 
stolen in a week. 

“There are a lot of our mem¬ 
bers in south London, proba¬ 


bly a couple of hundred. Back 
when the cars were out origi¬ 
nally, there was a real scene 


around here, and the thieves 
know this is still a hotbed for 
the classic Fords.” 
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School sent to minister’s 
office for disobedience

A top Sutton school has been 
referred to the Education Min¬ 
ister after it ignored an 
ombudsman’s orders to let 
children have a second chance 
on admission. 

All Saints Benhilton Primary 
School failed to act on recom¬ 
mendations from the Local 
Government Ombudsman to 
offer rejected parents a fresh 
appeal on their child’s admit¬ 
tance. 

Ombudsman Jerry White 
has alerted Ed Balls, Secretary 
of State for Children, Schools 
and Families, to the matter 
after he found the school had 
an “inadequate understand¬ 
ing... of the requirements of 
natural justice”. 

All Saints Benhilton is volun¬ 
tary-aided and last year re¬ 
ceived 123 applications for the 
35 places available in the 


September 2007 reception year. 

Mr White had earlier this 
year declared the school’s gov¬ 
erning body had committed 
“clear and significant fail¬ 
ures” when it failed to tell par¬ 
ents why their applications 
had been unsuccessful prior to 
appeal. 

The school had destroyed 
records relating to the appeals 
and left parents at a “consider¬ 


able disadvantage”, he said. 

Mr White told the school 
to offer the parents new ap¬ 
peals with a fresh panel, but 
on July 25 he found they had 
failed to implement his recom¬ 
mendations. 

He said: “The governing 
body’s continued intransi¬ 
gence in the face of the evi¬ 
dence is disappointing. 

“I remain unconvinced of the 


reasons for not implementing 
my recommendations in full. 

“Its failure to do so means 
that the parents continue to be 
denied the opportunity of a 
fair hearing.” 

Mr White added: “I under¬ 
stand that organising appeals 
can place burdens on the 
governing body. 

“But doing the right thing is 
not always cheap and easy.” 

He said the school was taking 
some steps towards fulfiling 
his other two recommenda¬ 
tions: providing training for 
panel members and arranging 
to keep a formal record of 
appeal hearings. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “All Saints Benhilton Pri¬ 
mary School is a voluntary- 
aided school and, as such, is 
responsible for its own admis¬ 
sion arrangements. 

“The council advises that the 
school follows the recommen¬ 
dations of the ombudsman.” 


Warning goes out to unlicenced landlords 


Private landlords must 
obtain a licence or face a 
potential fine of £20,000, 
Sutton Council has warned. 

Councillor Colin Stears, ex¬ 
ecutive member for housing, 
said owners of properties 
more than three storeys high 


and occupied by five or more 
people not forming a single 
household must, by law, be 
licensed by the council. 

Those not complying 
would be exposed in an in¬ 
vestigation currently being 
undertaken by the council 


and they would be brought 
before the court, he said. 

Coun Stears added: “The 
safety of the accommoda¬ 
tion occupied by our resi¬ 
dents is of paramount 
importance to the council. 

“I urge Sutton landlords 


who have not yet applied for 
a licence to contact the 
council and apply as soon as 
possible to avoid the threat 
of legal action.”

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Modern seniors ‘feel 
too young’ for forum 


The new generation of “silver 
surfers” are not interested in old- 
age issues, a campaigner warned. 

The successful Sutton Seniors’ 
Forum is struggling to find a re¬ 
placement chairman because el¬ 
derly people are failing to 
identify with grey issues. 

Current chairman David 
Dombey, who has been in the job 
for 12 years, said that people in 
the 60-plus age bracket did not 
feel that issues such as health, 
pensions and social isolation ap¬ 
plied to them. 

They were still busy playing 
tennis or golf, he said. 

The group, which represents 
about 2,500 seniors in Sutton, of 
which 500 are members and 2,000 
are affiliated members, is one of 
the most successful groups in the 
UK, winning the Queen’s Award 
for Voluntary Service in 2006. 

But despite the forum’s bright 
track record for campaigning and 
keeping isolated seniors connect¬ 
ed and active, Mr Dombey has not 
had any applicants for the last six 
months that he has advertised. 

The great-grandfather, who will

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turn 82 this year, said he was 
“baffled” as to why no one was 
coming forward. 

He said: “There is a group of 
people who are still quite active 
and who are more familiar with 
the dot com world. 

“They don’t think of them¬ 
selves as older, but they might 
feel differently in a few years’ 
time. 

“This is a very successful group 
and it plays an important role in 
the community, in particular by 
organising social events for se¬ 
niors who live alone and would 
otherwise be socially isolated.” 

Mr Dombey began the Sutton 
Seniors’ Forum in 1996 when, as 
he approached his 70th birthday, 
he was told he would have to 
leave his job as a small business 
consultant because he could not 
be insured over the age of 70. 

Enraged by what he saw as an 
ageist attitutude, he set up the 
group with the intent to cam¬ 
paign, but after several meetings 


he found seniors were desperate 
for their own forum for a multi¬ 
tude of reasons. 

The group is now one of the 
largest seniors’ forums in Lon¬ 
don and a non-party political reg¬ 
istered charity. 

Mr Dombey, who is married to 
forum treasurer Brenda, 77, has 
three children, five grandchil¬ 
dren and one great-grandchild 
and has held the post continuous¬ 
ly since the group was started, 
apart from a brief stint in 2004. 

In 2004 Mr Dombey given an 
award in the non-executive cate¬ 
gory of the UK Public Servant of 
the Year Awards. 

He said the job had been very 
rewarding, but it was now time 
for him to leave. 

“At the beginning there were 
people coming on their own, but 
now they come to meet friends. 

“It’s great to be able to help peo¬ 
ple and it has really broadened 
my horizons, but I’m 82 this year 
and I need to pass on the baton”.

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Football-mad mayor gets

a stroke on August 3. 

Family, friends and former 
colleagues who attended the fu¬ 
neral at St Paul’s Church in 
Banstead heard an order of 
service which a meticulous Mr 
Letts had prepared before his 
death. 

The sound of Samuel Bar¬ 
ber's Agnus Dei began the ser-

vice and the procession was 
then led by Gabriel Faure’s 
Elegy. 

Mourners sang the American 
hymn ‘Father hear the prayer I 
offer’ by Mrs Maria Willis. 

His son Howard Letts, 65, a 
district judge, gave a eulogy be¬ 
fore Henry Francis Lyte’s 
Abide With Me was sung and 
Reverend Damian Miles gave a 
blessing. 

Before the funeral, Mr Letts 
said: ”He lived and breathed 
the football club. He began as a 
committed supporter and 
worked his way up to position 
of president. 

“He was a very interesting 


man and always busy. He used 
to keep 50 beehives and sold 
honey to local supermarkets 
and P&O steamships. 

“But I used to be most fasci¬ 
nated by tanks of tropical fish 
he kept in quarantine before 
selling on and I used to enjoy 
helping him to breed the fish.” 

Last week Sutton United 
Football Club said it would 
hold a minute's silence in trib¬ 
ute to Mr Letts before their 
first home league game, 
against Ramsgate on Tuesday, 
August 19. 

The club is also compiling a 
book of condolence to hand to 
the family. 

The mayor of Sutton, Dr 
Brendan Hudson, also attended 
the funeral. He said: “I was sad¬ 


dened to hear of the death of 
Alderman Letts. 

“He established a fine reputa¬ 
tion of dignified mayoralty and 
provided the mayor’s chain and 
badge of office which we have 
used ever since and I am proud 
to wear today.” 

Born on St Andrew’s Day, 
November 30, 1914, Mr Letts 
moved from Brighton to Sutton 
in his early 20s. 

His first wife, Betty, a school 
teacher, died more than 10 
years ago and Mr Letts later 
went on to marry Doris. 

He leaves behind three chil¬ 
dren - Howard, Sheila, 62, who 
works for Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau, and Carol, 57, seven 
grandchildren and eight great¬ 
grandchildren.

Conquering Africa’s tallest mountain

When Stefan Janman’s cousin 
was dying of cancer earlier this 
year he was struck by her brav¬ 
ery. 

Inspired by 32-year-old Beth’s 
strength, Stefan, 17, decided to 
embark on a test of endurance 
to raise money for Guide Dogs 
for the Blind - a charity which 
has supported his cousin since 
she became blind as a child. 

Now, after months of training 
and saving money from his 
part-time job at Millets in 
Kingston, Stefan will this week 
climb Africa’s tallest mountain, 
Kilimanjaro, at 5,895 metres, 
with his best friend David 
Szwarczewski, 17. 

So far the pair have raised al¬ 
most £900 and hope that figure 
will keep rising as they begin 
their journey. 

“She was in a lot of pain, but 
she did her best not to show it 
and be happy,” Stefan said. 

“It was very sad, but she was a 
very strong woman and smiled 
throughout it.” 

“I’m very excited about it, it’s 
going to be such a great feeling 
when we get to the top and can 
look down on the plains below. 

“Every so often I keep having 
flashes of times with Beth and 
each time I do it sinks in a little 
more that she’s gone. 

“I know when I get to the top 
I’ll be thinking about her too.” 

Kilimanjaro is situated in the 


far north of Tanzania, close to 
the Kenyan border, and domi¬ 
nates the surrounding terrain. 

The climb, which traverses 
rainforest, marshland, desert 
and then glacial ice, can be at¬ 
tempted by most fit mountain 
walkers, but altitude sickness 
can force many back down. 

But Stefan, who has been an 
air cadet for the last four years, 
last week said he was feeling 
confident after training four 
times a week on a gym bike and 


weights. 

He also said he had great sup¬ 
port from his mum Sally Jan¬ 
man, 45, a fitness instructor of 
Twickenham, and dad Paul Jan¬ 
man, 46, a mortgage broker 
who lives with partner Gemma 
Prior, 26, in Worcester Park. 

“I just hope we can top our 
£1,000 goal - that will make it 
really worth it.”

London’s best kept 
secret is a veg patch

Every so often an overdressed busi¬ 
nessman appears at the gate to the 
Warren allotments in Sutton. He 
glances enviously over the patch- 
work of leeks, marrows and pota¬ 
toes and then leaves disappointed. 

It has been this way for months, 
ever since the retreat in Kings Lane 
was unmasked as the most sought- 
after vegetable patch in south Lon¬ 
don, with waiting lists starting at 
five years. 

Although they have been around 
for years, demand for the 15 plots is 
increasing as appetite for organic 
food grows. 

Pensioners know they may die be¬ 
fore their dreams of owning a patch 
come to fruition. Suburban sophis¬ 
ticates find it is easier to gain ac¬ 
cess to upmarket golf clubs or 
private schools than the Warren. 
But still they keep coming. 

Inside the boundary fence, the 
chosen few contentedly till the soil 
not realising they are members of 
the most exclusive club in town. 

Hazel McEntire, 68, has rented 
her carefully tended eden for 15 
years. 

She says: “I never thought of it as 
the most popular allotment around. 
It’s only when people come up and 
ask if they can have a look, that you 
begin to see it. They ask if they can 
get a plot and I give them contact de¬ 
tails but say there’s little chance.” 

So why the long queues when an¬ 
other 114 patches, at 34 sites across 
Sutton, could be snapped up tomor¬ 
row? “It’s lovely up here,” Mrs 
McEntire explains. 

“It’s a little bit of country between 
the railway lines. There are butter¬ 
flies and frogs and everyone gets

their own key, so they come in when 
they want. 

Allotments were developed by the 
Victorians as a way to keep the poor 
off the streets. They reached their 
peak in the Second World War when 
the Dig for Victory campaign creat¬ 
ed 1.75m town plots, including some 
at Nonsuch Park. 

However, we could import the 55 
million tons of food we needed, 
thousands of acres fell into disuse 
and were taken back by local au¬ 
thorities for development. 

The remaining land soon became 
the domain of flat-capped stalwarts, 
typified by EastEnders’ Arthur 
Fowler, looking for a slice of the 
good life away from the wife. 

It was only in the environmental¬ 
ly aware 90s that middle-class fami¬ 
lies returned to their roots, in a 
quest to feed their children fresh, 
organic produce. 

Threatened with closure last year, 
the site has undergone such a resur¬ 
gence that dozens of applicants are 


now being turned away. Moreover, 
it seems to offer a microcosm of the 
wider suburban community 

Mavis Peart, an allotment tenant 
for 35 years, says: “There’s a new 
generation of young people and, 
what’s more, they are internation¬ 
al. 

“My neighbour at the allotments 
is Ukrainian and there are two 
Hungarians, one Russian, an Ital¬ 
ian and an Iranian. 

“I’m not sure why there is such an 
ethnic mix but I suppose it just re¬ 
flects the increasing diversity in 
Sutton. One of the most positive 
things is that there is a real diver¬ 
gence of interests and crops. 

“When my neighbours go to 
Ukraine they bring back Ukrainian 
cucumber seeds and ask if anyone 
wants to taste the produce.” 

Despite the mania for gardening, 
more than 1,500 allotment plots in 
London have vanished over the past 
decade; an area equivalent to about 
50 football pitches. 

Two years ago Peter Hulme-Cross 
compiled a report on lost lots for the 
London Assembly environment 
committee. He says: “Beyond the 
clamour of a London street there is 
a copse of willow, a wooden fence, 
the giveaway roof of a ramshackle 
shed. 

“You may have walked past it, or 
never noticed that it was there at all 
because an allotment is, by its na¬ 
ture, a hidden treasure.” 

Mr Hulme-Cross added: “The re¬ 
lentless pressure on land in the cap¬ 
ital, the need to build at high 
densities and, in some cases, ne¬ 
glect and disuse, mean that allot¬ 
ments are slowly but surely being 
eroded. And yet, paradoxically, 
while sites close across London, de¬ 
mand has never been higher.”

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Evolution of our cemeteries 


What have George Woodcock, head 
of the Trades Union Council, Phyl¬ 
lis Dixie, legendary stripper and 
peek-a-boo artist, philosopher 
Bertrand Russell and Lord Rose¬ 
bery’s jockey got in common? 

The answer is that they are all 
buried at Epsom’s Ashley Road 
cemetery 

The cemetery provides a 24-acre 
social history of the town and its 
inhabitants from Victorian times 
to the present day, from the great 
the good to those who died in the 
Epsom workhouse and are buried 
in a pauper’s grave. 

It is also the final home to several 
jockeys, including Lord Rosebery’s 
jockey, who was buried looking to¬ 
wards his place of work, and trav¬ 
ellers whose last journey led to the 
cemetery close to the downs. 

In earlier times, churches were 
responsible for providing grave¬ 
yards but as more people moved to 
the towns in Victorian times the 
churchyards became full to over¬ 
flowing. 

The Government of the day

passed several acts which gave 
local authorities the power to run 
cemeteries and in 1871 Epsom’s 
benefactor Lord Rosebery gave five 
acres of land close to Epsom 
Downs to be used for burials. 

To build the two chapels, the 
lodge and perimeter wall took 
60,000 tonnes of Kentish rag stone 
delivered by horse and cart from 
Epsom station for tuppence a 
load. 

The very first burial was of Eliz¬ 
abeth Dorling, wife of Henry Dor- 
ling who was clerk to Epsom 
racecourse and mother of Isabel, 
later to be known as the famous 
Mrs Beeton. 

While wealthy Victorians chose 
intricately worked hand-crafted 
memorials or imposing vaults, 
those less lucky in life - and in 
death - ended up in a 25ft deep pau¬ 
pers’ grave with 12 other people. 

One very sad public grave which 
reflected the mortality rates

among babies and young children 
contains the remains of 45 tots. 

The first year only five burials 
took place, the second year 76 fu¬ 
nerals were held there and by 1923 
space was running out and the 
council approached Lord Rosebery 
for more land. 

But he was so incensed that the 
council had allowed a game of 
football to be played at Rosebery 
Park he charged the council £2,000 
for the land and gave the money to 
charity. 

A walk round the cemetery gives 
a fascinating insight into changing 
times and how national history af-

fects the district. 

Some soldiers of the First World War are 
buried together in a section maintained 
by the War Graves Commission. Others 
are buried under poignant memorials of 
broken pillars reflecting lives cut short. 

An impressive enclosure is occupied by 
the Russell family, including Lord Russell 
of Killowen, the Lord Chief Justice of 
England, and philosopher Bertrand Rus¬ 
sell. In contrast a low key grave belongs to 
Phyllis Dixey who brought the first strip 
tease show to the West End and who led a 
very colourful life including posing nude 
in shows for servicemen during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

In recent years the style of monuments 
has changed with many memorials dis¬ 
playing photographs of the graves’ occu¬ 
pants and some with spectacular flower 
arrangements. 

The travellers’ graves are in an eye¬ 
catching corner with each grave display¬ 
ing ornaments that reflect lifetime 
interests. In one case, a can of lager is 
part of the design. 

Unlike many cemeteries, Epsom allows 
any style of memorial provided it is under 
a certain height and does not cause dis¬ 
tress to others. It also offers burials for 
cremated remains. 

Every five years memorials are tested by 
a machine designed to replicate the pres¬ 
sure that could be exerted by someone 
using a headstone as a prop to help them¬ 
selves to their feet after tending a grave. 

A tilting memorial is not automatically 
removed but headstones and memorials 
that fail the test are gently laid down ei¬ 
ther to remain in that position or until 
they can be fixed upright safely again. 

Funerals themselves are changing. 

“People like to make them personal,” 
said Sue Bonner, superintendent and reg¬ 
istrar of the cemetery. 

“People like to sing, or read poems, 
whatever they want. It is a very difficult 
time for people and we want to be as help-

ful as we can.” 

Funeral music is changing too. 

“If grandad liked heavy rock, there is 
no reason why he shouldn’t arrive to 
heavy rock,” she said. Jazz bands and 
brass bands have also been made wel¬ 


come. 

The cemetery archives are a useful re¬ 
source for family historians. Over 28,000 
burials have been recorded on the data 
base and information can be quickly re¬ 
trieved.

Bob Steel, Sutton Greens’ chairman 
and a keen real ale drinker, has just 
been appointed by Camra, the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale, to head up the 
campaign’s new Local-e initiative 
within London. 

The initiative is aimed at promot¬ 
ing locally-produced beers and, in 
turn, reduce the distances heavily 
polluting lorries have to travel. 

Under the scheme, participating

Bob said: “This scheme should be 
good for the environment and good 
for local breweries who sometimes 
struggle to compete with the mass 
producers and their big discounts.

Bob added: “People are increasing 
concerned about where their food 
comes from, hence the popularity of 


events such as farmers’ markets. As 
with food, so with beer. 

“Currently, very few pubs in the 
Carshalton and Sutton area offer 
locally-brewed ales, with the notable 
exception of Wetherspoons. 

“Huge trucks roll around the coun¬ 
try carrying bland international 
brands. Meanwhile, on our doorstep, 
we have local craft brewers such as 
Westerham, Pilgrim or Dark Star, 
whose ales are a true taste of the 
region.” 

He added: “It’s a win-win situation 


since we firmly support local busi¬ 
nesses and this initiative should in 
time enable them to gain a larger 
market share.”

Under new ownership 
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Ban bonfires if you want to stop 
global warming (and annoying us) 


With all the recent talk of recy¬ 
cling and global warming, why 
is nothing been done to stop 
bonfires? 

A few selfish homeowners 
and contractors are allowed to 
make the rest of us suffer for 
365 days a year between them, 
if they so wish. 

These bullies cause us to 
abandon our gardens where 
we might be working, reading 
or playing with children and 
pets. Washing has to be done 
again and windows and doors 
closed, thus shutting in the 
smoke and the stench that 


has already entered the house. 

Having been showered with 
ash on August 7, residents of 
Merland Rise had to change 
their clothes, bathe again and 
re-wash cars. Hardly a green 
outcome. We also coughed and 
had to take headache tablets . 

However, the distress caused 
to individuals does not appar¬ 
ently constitute a “nuisance”. 
An environmental health offi¬ 
cer, with a target response time 
of four working days, has to 
make that judgement.

It is illegal to burn certain 
things on bonfires and it is an 
offence to allow smoke to drift 
over roads, but no official will 
come to check what’s being

The police will not 
come to deal with visibility 
problems, so still nothing is 
done. 

At a time when there is 
widespread concern about reg¬ 
ulated incinerators and crema¬ 
toria, why is it still considered 
acceptable to pile up whatever 
you like on the ground and set 
fire to it? With Parliament al¬ 
lowing councils to introduce 
changes to the way rubbish is 
collected and to introduce or 
increase fees for waste dispos¬ 
al, the situation is set to get 
worse.

The daddy of all problems 


Women have long been 
conscious about their 
biological body clocks 
but recent research 
shows that men are not 
immune from declining 
fertilit, writes Gabrielle 
Fagan. 

While women are all 
too aware of the ticking 
of their biological 
clock, most men may 
believe their potency is 
unaffected by age. 

Now it seems there’s 
equality in fertility if 
nothing else - as a new 
study warns that a man’s 
ability to father chil¬ 
dren also begins to de¬ 
cline from his mid-30s. 

Doctors have long 
known that a woman’s 
fertility drops sharply 



in her mid to late 30s, 
but the latest research 
in France found that 
women whose partners 
were 35 or older suf¬ 
fered more miscar¬ 
riages than those with 
younger men. The study 
also found that preg¬ 
nancy rates were lower 
among women whose 
partners were over 40. 
But age may be only one 


of the factors affecting 
male fertility - with 
lifestyle factors such as 
smoking and diet also 
seen as significant. 

Whatever the causes 
there is greater recogni¬ 
tion that fertility prob¬ 
lems affect men. 

A major survey of 
GPs by Norwich Union 
Healthcare suggested 
that more than two mil¬ 


lion men might be af¬ 
fected by fertility prob¬ 
lems although many are 
unaware of it. 

One Danish study in 
1991 even claimed that 
sperm counts of West¬ 
ern men had fallen by 
about half in 50 years. 
Almost 18 years later, 
scientists are still try¬ 
ing to explain the find¬ 
ing. 

Clare Brown, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Infertility 
Network UK said: “It is 
commonly thought that 
women are the only suf¬ 
ferers of fertility issues, 
but in around one third 
of couples who suffer 
from infertility, it’s a 
male factor which is the

issue. 

Lack of data relating 
to fathers and births 
makes it difficult to 
accurately assess the 
extent of male fertili¬ 
ty problems, accord¬ 
ing to Dr Allan Pacey, 
a senior lecturer in 
male reproduction at 
Sheffield University. 

He said: “There’s an 
ongoing debate about 
whether or not male 
infertility is increas¬ 
ing. It may be that 
we’re just becoming 
more aware of male 
infertility because 
there’s a trend for cou¬ 
ples to delay starting a 
family until their 30s. 


“This age group is 
more likely to 
encounter problems 
conceiving and that’s 
leading to an increase 
in the numbers coming 
to fertility clinics. Con¬ 
sequently we are more 
able to identify men 
with problems.” 

He said the most 
common reasons for a 
male fertility problem 
are an inadequate num¬ 
ber of sperm, sperm of 
an abnormal shape, or 
sperm with poor motili¬ 
ty which are less likely 
to reach the ovum (egg) 
to fertilise it. 

Other adverse factors 
affecting sperm produc¬ 
tion later in life are 
poor development of 
testicles in childhood or 
adolescence, or illness 
such as cancer. 

Tips to improve sperm 
quality and boost the 
chances of fatherhood 
are to stop smoking, 
lose weight, eat fruit 
and vegetables, have a 
well balanced diet, and 
don’t wear tight pants 
or trousers. 

Studies have shown 
that if testicles become 
too hot from wearing 
tight clothing, having 
too many hot baths or 
long hours spent sitting 
driving a car, testos¬ 
terone and sperm pro¬ 
duction may decrease.

We’ve long been told that water is good 
for our health, but one UK bottled water 
company has gone a step further, writes 
Lucy Corry. Works With Water Nu- 
traceuticals produce ‘naturally 
flavoured’ spring waters that claim to 
have clinically proven health benefits. 

The newest addition, Beauty, contains 
a milk-derived protein called Praventin 
which apparently reduces the inflamma¬ 
tion associated with acne and the bacte¬ 
ria that causes it. Beauty also contains 
aloe vera - and a nice dollop of sucralose 
(sweetener). I’ve no idea if it makes you 
more beautiful or even less spotty, but it 
comes in a prettily decorated bottle and 
is rather too sweet for my taste. 

For thirsty folks who are more con¬ 
cerned about inner health than outer 
beauty, Works With Water has developed 
pomegranate-flavoured 120/80 water to 
tackle hypertension. This product con¬ 
tains dairy peptides, which promise to 
help reduce high blood pressure. This 
definitely seemed medicinal, by which I 
mean that I didn’t like the taste. 

Both products contain half the recom¬ 
mended daily amount of their magic in¬ 
gredients. Each costs £1.29 for a 500ml 
bottle and is available from selected 
Tesco, Morrisons, Booths and Julian 
Graves stores. 

The Sip range also promises to make 
you better looking. These fruit-flavoured 
waters - Elderflower, Ruby Orange, 
Mango and Lemongrass & Ginger - con¬ 
tain vitamin C, white tea tincture and se¬ 
lenium, plus extracts of rose petal, 
calendula, linden blossom, Scottish 
heath blossom and sweet violet. Sip gets 
my vote because it doesn’t contain any 
artificial sweeteners - and it actually 
tastes nice. The Sip range is available 
from Harvey Nichols, Selfridges, Fen¬ 
wick, Waitrose, EAT cafes at £1.70 for 
500ml.

Open wide and 
say ahhhh 



If you thought there was a ker¬ 
fuffle over the launch of the 
now not quite so ‘new’ MINI 
back in 2001, just wait until 
you try to place your order for 
the classy Convertible ver¬ 
sion. Particularly in the sum¬ 
mer months, this car remains 
a cute, must-have motoring ac¬ 
cessory, writes Andy Enright. 

Built alongside existing 
MINI models at Plant Oxford - 
the company’s posh sounding 
name for the Cowley factory - 
the Convertible is offered in 
One, Cooper and Cooper S 
guises with just the diesel en¬ 
gine being passed over for this 
model. Prices start from 
£13,595. 

One of the key aims when 
designing the Convertible was 
to offer the fun of top-down 
motoring without sacrificing 
too much in terms of space 


and driving dynamics. MINI 
claims its Convertible offers 
the same go-kart style han¬ 
dling as the hatch and this is 
testament to thorough brac¬ 
ing. 

The roof itself is a fully au¬ 
tomatic fabric affair, MINI 
wisely choosing to reject the 
far more complex folding hard 
top fashion. 

As it stands, the MINI re¬ 
tains a characteristic profile 
with the roof in place yet 
looks appealingly cheeky with 
the hood down. Press a button 
once and the roof slides back 
by 40cm, creating a sunroof ef¬ 
fect. Press it again and the 
hood retracts fully, folding 
down behind the rear seats. 
It’s not the neatest stowing ar¬ 
rangement but it only takes 15 
seconds to get there and you’ll 
retain a healthy 120 litres of 


storage space in the boot. The 
boot itself is worth taking a 
look at and it’s not often I find 
myself saying that in a road 
test. It’s redolent of the origi¬ 
nal Mini insofar as it has a 
drop down lid which can dou¬ 
ble as a loading platform. A 
pair of steel cables mounted 
on a sprung retractor act as 
boot hinges and can hold up to 
80kg which in old money is 
nigh on 13 stones. With the 
roof in place - i.e. up - there’s 
165 litres of stowage space but 


those wishing to transport 
bulkier items are also accom¬ 
modated. By flicking a pair of 
levers located in the boot, the 
rear fastening of the roof can 
be detached, allowing the en¬ 
tire rear section to be raised. 

This in turn creates a wider 
space through which bigger 
items can be loaded. Couple 
that with the folding rear seats 
and you’ll be able to jemmy in 
some surprisingly loads. MINI 
claims a total capacity of 605 
litres. 


The rear seats of the MINI 
Convertible are still best left 
for children but the interior is 
a delightful place to detail 
spot. Retro themes abound, 
from the chrome detailing to 
the cavernous door bins. 

The MINI Convertible has 
Peugeot’s big selling 206CC 
firmly in its sights and if 
prices remain sensible, the 
French company should be 
more than a mite concerned. 
The MINI adventure shows no 
sign of letting up just yet.

Sutton set 
for tennis 
showpiece

Sutton Tennis and Squash 
Club’s Open Tennis Tourna¬ 
ment next week is set to 
become one of the UK’s 
biggest, according to 
director Nick Weal. 

The club will host more 
than 150 competitors for the 
first tournament of its kind 
held at Devonshire Road 
since the early 1990s, with a 
men’s singles first prize of 
£ 1 , 000 . 

The Lawn Tennis Associa¬ 
tion has sanctioned the 
grade five event, aimed at 
club level and county players 
throughout the UK, which 
will contribute towards LTA 
ratings and rankings across 
a full-range of categories. 

Sutton was famous from 
the 1960s to the 1990s for 
hosting open tournaments 
featuring many top players, 
including former British 
number one Jeremy Bates. 

And Weal reckons this 
year’s event is on course to 
attract the same calibre of 
star nearly two decades on 
from the last tournament to 
grace the club’s courts. 

“The STSC Open Tourna¬ 
ment will be one of the most 
keenly anticipated events in 
the tennis calendar,” he said. 

“There are very few big 
money events at this level in 
the UK and we are confident 
the prestige of the club and 
the big prize money will 
attract some of the UK’s top 
players.” 

The competition starts on 
August 18 and runs until 
finals day on August 23.
